In order to understand the situation in Russian sarapsycholosy 
properly, we tust point out, first, gencral necessary conditions:

ean prosper. 

/l/ The first condition is thet the usefulnese of such an 
endeavour Tor the comnunist society la recognized. Otherwiee the 
persons enyaged in research would be persecuted by state authorities. 
This condition has been fulfilled in the U.S.S.R. 

/2/ The second condition da the sufficient financing of re- 
search. All investments in research dn the U.S.S.R. come from state 
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has been considerably improved in rec nt. -yearaf’ or instance, the 
members of the Leningrad group wor in these condit ens, ont j owsganithy 
also scientists engaged in secret. 1 . 

/o/ Some other scientist: wo king in laboratories or their 
institutes are not paid explicitly. for their work in parepsychology, 
but nevertheless, they work with support and in laboretories of their 
institutes - but rather from private dnitiative, and in padition to 
their prime research tasks. This situation prevails in the research 
of finger-reading. 

/¢/ Very many inéividuale work from their own initiative ard 
in rather difficult conditions: They devote themselves to parapsychel~ 
ogy in their free time left after their full-time work in other 
fields /souctizes considerably different ones/, and they pey necesa- 
ery reeecrch expenses from their own. income. of (course, | ‘this brings 
ebout considerable difficulties for them, since they have no other 
anacaee than those from their euployaents ~ snd such an income is 
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point out ae Naunov? ‘a gr ent. new “that ‘he know ‘how to stdiulute 
the interest and activity of 2 nuvoroue group of persons /cozs a 
thea being mere onateure/, and hers he trdes to exploit everyuody “s 
abilities for the dovelopmens oz parapsychology. 

A special counentary should ‘pe made on the queztion of the 
"seeret research" in the U.S.S.R. Everybody who meets Russian scs~ 
entists is surprised by their lack of comuunicativeness when they 
speak about their work. There are several reasons for it: 

/af/ One self-evident reason could be the natur... reluctance 
of a scientist to speak about: meeus te: of. his werk batprg. final. 
conclusions are carefully drown. 

/o/ But the reticence of Ruseien scientists has decper roots. 
It 1s imposed upon them as a basic duty, as a sign of loyalty to 
the soviet state. The scientist ds paid by the stete, and it is 
considered self-evident that the results of his work do not delong 
to him but to the state. /as represented by a few leacing 3 personal=. 
ities/. Ho is not allowed to dispose with then /QeE>, to comnuni-~ 
cate or Saar then/ without permission. There is 6 tendency o: 
soviet scientists /imposed by state authorities as a cuty/ while 
contacting foreign scientists to draw as many useful irfornaticns. 
as possible, but to tell as little ‘a8 possible in return. In this 
way, not only positive research achievements are kept in secret, 
but also difficultias and fail 6. The reasons of this secrecy 
are not in science, and not in the people, but in the political 
background: Thescientist ia rather a mere instrument for gaining 

knowledge - which knowledge then stands to the gisposel of th 
state power, and measures are taken so as to prevent leet anybody 
else uakes use of it. 

The state power then uses. the scientific knowleige in the 
usual way, in practice, but in addition to that siso ss a toc] 
cf political propaganca. Successful results of scientist’s work 
/ater, it is found advantageous to publish them/ are presented as 
if otteined thanke to the soviet régime, while the divliculties 
he has to surmount are kept in secret. The whole atmosphere in 
which the seientist works resembles more a military cespoign ths:

It seems, in contradiction to what was reported previouly, 
that the official ord legal establishnent of an independant para- 
psychological laborstory in Leningred hoc not been coccleted curing 
Vasiliev’s lifetime. Pitewwepuberthowxpiaesioorway As a natter of 
fact, already during my former visits to Leningrad, I i.eve worc res 
why I have never found an ineeription on the door indiceting the 
existence of the parapsychological loboratory. But this ic a wre 
formality indicating to the nost that parapsyciolcgy Loe not beer 
acknowleded on independent brench of science. The fect ic thet 
Vasiliev received an official permission of his eup¢riors to stuart 
the parapsycholosical research /in the frame of physiclogy of hater 
nervous activity/ end that he orgenized a group of retcarch worsers 
to work on probleas of parapsycholog ye This success has seen 
achieved at a price of a great personal sacrifice, ard the fight 
for parapsychology has brought for Vasiliev sany disputes and di:ri- 
culties, and has embittered the lest years of nis liic. 

During World war IT, Yaciliov was entrusted with verious ren 
search tasks of military significance, and evidently enjoyed a full 
confidence of soviet authorities. According to some irnforzers, ha 
has received a larger sua of money at some tine oefore his ¢eath 
fout not before 1962/ to equip his laboratory. At this time he was 
probably entrusted with definite research tasks in the ficis o: 
parapsychology /some of which coulé have been secret alreacy at 
that tice/. It seecs likely that he had not time to Puifili these 
tasks to the satisfaction of his superiors. 

Vasiliev’s death itself is rather aysterious. iic surrercé 
from a long-lasting heart disease, he underwent 9 liver operation, 
but this “as not the cause of his death. He recovered Tro: the 
liver opcration, was sent home, but later on he returiec toe the 
hospital ogain for a cold and suspected pneumonia, ie was recover= 
ing again, wae already to be dismissed, wher. he died probably cron 
ar, acute heert attack. He received a sudden message /nodocy tcld 
me which one/ which made him very angry, andir conseguence of a 
heart etroke he dieé within one hour.

The leborator) is situsted in os 
old building, its equipment is very modes$, without the least o:° 
luxury /lack of space, old-f'achioned furniture/, but there is 
a nuubor of apparatus there /though again, not the vost codgern 
cnes/. The present director, professor P.I.Gulyaev, has assured xe 
that he was satisfied with the equipment as well as with financial 
means which have been given to the disposal of his research. 

After Vasiliev’s death, Sulyaev is director of tro lesorat- 
ories now:/a/ The original Vosiliev’s laboratory, cclled “Ladorat- 
ory of basic nervous processes", and /o/ his own latoratory, calle 
“Laboratory of biological cybernetics". They are placed beside 
each other on one corridor. 

In the Laboratory of Basic Nervous Processes there work two 
groups of people: Members of one group work on physiological probe 
lems and are not interested in perapsycholocy, while the others 
work on parapsychological problere /I was, however, not cble te 
find out the these of thair work/.
